OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack 6-Outlet Computer Power 
Console protects your valuable appliances 
from damage caused by sudden electrical 
spikes and surges inside or outside your 
house, or by switching on and off your com- 
puter or monitor. Your power console ab- 
sorbs electrical spikes and power surges, 
and ensures steady performance of connect- 
ed devices by filtering electromagnetic and 
radio frequency interference. 

Important: A surge or spike beyond the 
specified limits might overload the protection 
circuitry and make it inactive. If this happens, 
the power console should absorb enough of 
the surge to protect the connected equip- 
ment, but it will not protect against future 
surges and spikes. If this happens and the 
SURGE PROTECTED indicator goes out, re- 
place the power console. 

Your power console has these features: 

Surge Protection — protects the connected 
equipment from surges of up to 882 joules. 

5 Switched Outlets and 1 Unswitched 
Outlet — let you plug up to six devices into 
your power console. The UNSWITCHED AC 
outlet lets you use the connected device’s 
power switch to turn power on or off indepen- 
dently and is positioned on the side of the 
console for easy access. 

Swift Detection against Power Surge — 

detects and protects against a power surge 
of up to 6,000 volts and 58,500 amps in 1 
nanosecond (1 billionth of a second). 

Modular Phone Jacks — provide protection 
against surges from the connected fax or 
modem telephone wires. 


SURGE PROTECTED Indicator — indi- 
cates when lit that connected devices are un- 
der surge protection. 

Monitor Stand — lets you place your moni- 
tor on the power console for operation con- 
venience.

CONNECTIONS 

1 . Ensure the power is off by pressing the 
power console’s MASTER switch up so its 
green edge does not show.

3. Plug the power console’s AC power cord 
into a three-prong standard AC outlet. 

Your power consele also serves as a monitor 
stand. Align the mounting grooves at the front 
of the extension with the ribs at the back of the 
power console, then press the extensien 
down to lock it in place. Place your monitor on 
the top of the power console. 


2. Cennect the follewing to the power con- 
sole: 

• Your computer’s CPU to the MASTER 
outlet 

• Your monitor to the MONITOR outlet 

• Your printer te the PRINTER outlet 

• Other devices to the AUX 1 , AUX2, and 
UNSWITCHED outlets. 

Note: The UNSWITCHED outlet sup- 
plies power even when the MASTER 
switch is off, but it only provides neu- 
tral-ground surge protectien. 

• To connect a telephone or fax, connect 
a modular telephone cord (not sup- 
plied) from the power console's medu- 
lar LINE IN jack to a standard 
telephone wall jack. Then cennect the 
power console's modular LINE OUT 
jack to your fax, modem or telephone 


OPERATION 

1 . When all connections are complete, turn 
en the power console by pressing down 
the MASTER switch so the green edge is 
exposed. The green SURGE PRO- 
TECTED indicator lights. 

2. Press down the corresponding switches 
to turn on the connected devices. 

When the power console receives a cur- 
rent that exceeds its capacity due to over- 
load, the 15-amp circuit breaker (located 
en the side of the case) breaks to prevent 
possible damage, and the red reset 
plunger pops out. To reset the power cen- 
sole, disconnect one or more of the con- 
nected devices and allow the power 
console te cool down, then push in the 
reset plunger. 

3. To turn off the power console’s power, 
press the MASTER switch up. The 
SURGE PROTECTED indicator remains 
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lit indicating the surge pretection function 
is still standing by for the UNSWITCHED 
AC outlet. 

CARE AND MAINTENANCE 

Keep the power console dry; if it gets wet, 
wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
pewer console only in normal temperature en- 
vironments. Handle the pewer console care- 
fully; do not drop it. Keep the power consele

away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking 
new. 

Modifying or tampering with the power ccn- 
scle's internal components can cause a mal- 
function and invalidate its warranty.

Read Instructions — Read all the safety and 
operating Instructions before operating this 
appliance. 

Retain instructions — Retain the safety and 
operating instructions for future reference. 


Heed Warnings — Follow all warnings on the 
appliance and in the operating instructions. 

Cieaning — Unplug this appliance from the 
wall outlet before cleaning. Use only a damp 
cloth for cleaning. Do not use liquid or aerosol 
cleaners. 

Water and Moisture — Do not use this appli- 
ance near water (for example, near a bathtub.

Power Sources — Operate this appliance us- 
ing only the power source indicated on its 
marking label. If you are not sure of your 
home's power type, consult your appliance 
dealer or local power company. 

Grounding or Polarization — Take precau- 
tions to insure that the grounding or polariza- 
tion means of an appliance is not defeated. 

Power-Cord Protection — Route power-sup- 
ply cords so they are not likely to be walked 
on or pinched by items placed on or against 
them, paying particular attention to cords at 
plugs, convenience receptacles, and the point 
where they exit from the appliance. 

Cleaning — The appliance should be cleaned 
only as recommended by the manufacturer. 

Power Lines — An outside antenna system 
should not be located in the vicinity of over- 


head power lines or other electric light or pow- 
er circuits, or where it can fall into such power 
lines or circuits. When installing an outside 
antenna system, extreme care should be tak- 
en to keep it from touching such power lines 
or circuits as contact with them might be fatal. 

Nonuse Periods — The power cord of the 
appliance should be unplugged from the outlet 
when the appliance is to be left unused for a 
long period of time. 

Overloading — Do not overload wall outlets, 
extension cords, or integral convenience re- 
ceptacles, as this can result in a risk of fire or 
electric shock. 

Objects and Liquids — Never push objects 
of any kind into this appliance through open- 
ings, as they may touch dangerous voltage 
points or short out parts that could result in a 
fire or electric shock. Never spill liquid of any 
kind on the appliance. 

Carts and Stands — If the appliance is used 
with a cart or stand, the cart or stand should 
be a type recommended by the manufacturer. 

An appliance and cart combination should be 
moved with care. Quick stops, excessive 
force, and uneven surfaces cause the appli- 
ance and cart combination to overturn. 

Mounting — The appliance should be mount- 
ed only as recommended by the manufactur- 
er. 

Damage Requiring Service — Unplug this 
appliance from the wall outlet and refer servic- 
ing to qualified service personnel under the 
following conditions: 

• When the power cord or plug is dam- 
aged. 

• If liquid has been spilled or objects have 
fallen into the appliance. 

• If the appliance has been exposed to rain 
or water. 
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• If the appliance does not operate nor- 
mally by following the operating instruc- 
tions. Adjust only those controls that are 
covered by the operating instructions, as 
an improper adjustment of other controls 
may result in damage and will often 
require extensive work by a qualified 
technician to restore the appliance to nor- 
mal operation. 

• If the appliance has been dropped or 
damaged in any way. 

• When the appliance exhibits a distinct 
change in performance. 

Servicing — Do not attempt to service this 
appliance yourself, as opening or removing 
covers may expose you to dangerous voltage 
or other hazards. Refer all servicing to quali- 
fied service personnel. 

Replacement Parts — When replacement 
parts are required, be sure the service techni- 
cian has used replacement parts specified by 
the manufacturer or have the same character- 
istics as the original part. Unauthorized substi- 
tutions may result in fire, electric shock or 
other hazards. 

Safety Check — Upon completion of any ser- 
vice or repairs to this appliance, ask the ser- 
vice technician to perform safety checks to 
determine that the appliance is in proper oper- 
ating condition. 

Lightning — Avoid using a telephone (other 
than a cordless type) during an electrical 
storm, as there might be a remote risk of elec- 
tric shock from lightning. 

Gas Leak — Do not use the telephone to re- 
port a gas leak in the vicinity of the leak. 
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LIMITED FIVE-YEAR WARRANTY AND CONNECTED EQUIPMENT GUARANTEE 

LIMITED WARRANTY — This surge protector product is warranted by RadioShack to the original purchaser against manufacturing defects 
in material and workmanship under normal use for five (5) years from the date of purchase (the “Warranty Period”) from RadioShack com- 
pany owned stores and authorized RadioShack franchisees and dealers. In the event of a covered product defect during the Warranty Pe- 
riod, RadioShack will, at its option, unless otherwise provided by law: (a) correct the defect by surge protector repair without charge for 
parts and labor; (b) replace the surge protector with one of the same or similar design; or (c) refund the purchase price of the surge protec- 
tor. 

CONNECTED EQUIPMENT GUARANTEE — RadioShack warrants to the original purchaser of the surge protector that if any electronic 
equipment (the “Connected Equipment”), which is properly installed and connected (as defined below) to the surge protector and is dam- 
aged during the Warranty Period by a transient voltage surge/spike from the AC power line, telephone line or coaxial line that enters the 
Connected Equipment through the surge protector, RadioShack will reimburse to the original purchaser of the surge protector the lower of 
the: (a) Connected Equipment repair charges; (b) purchase price of equipment comparable (as determined by RadioShack) to the Con- 
nected Equipment; or (c) original purchase price of the Connected Equipment, up to a maximum of twenty-five thousand U.S. dollars 
($25,000.00) (the “Equipment Limit”). The Connected Equipment Guarantee does not cover data loss or any other damages excluded in 
the all capitalized paragraph below. In order to qualify for Connected Equipment reimbursement, the surge protector must be returned to 
RadioShack and inspection of the surge protector must show its protection capacity was exhausted by a surge. “Properly installed and con- 
nected” means the surge protector must be plugged directly into a properly wired and grounded AC outlet; no extension cords, adapters, 
other ground wires or electrical connections may be used to connect the surge protector to AC power. The wiring in the building must com- 
ply with all applicable codes (NEC, CSA, etc.), and all wires (power, telephone and coaxial) leading into the Connected Equipment must 
pass through the surge protector. To claim damage to Connected Equipment as a result of telephone line transients, the surge protector 
must provide telephone line protection, and your telephone service equipment must include a properly installed and operating “primary pro- 
tection” device at the service entrance. Primary protection devioes are normally available from the telephone oompany and added during 
telephone line installation. To claim damage to Connected Equipment as a result of ooaxial line transients, the surge protector must provide 
coaxial line protection. 

This Limited Warranty and Connected Equipment Guarantee applies only to the original purchaser of the surge protector. 

EXCEPT AS PROVIDED HEREIN, RadioShack MAKES NO EXPRESS WARRANTIES AND ANY IMPLIED WARRANTIES, INCLUD- 
ING THOSE OF MERCHANTABILITY AND FITNESS FOR A PARTICULAR PURPOSE, ARE LIMITED IN DURATION TO THE DURA- 
TION OF THE WRITTEN LIMITED WARRANTIES CONTAINED HEREIN. EXCEPT AS PROVIDED HEREIN, RadioShack SHALL HAVE 
NO LIABILITY OR RESPONSIBILITY TO CUSTOMER OR ANY OTHER PERSON OR ENTITY WITH RESPECT TO ANY LIABILITY, 
LOSS OR DAMAGE CAUSED DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY BY USE OR PERFORMANCE OF THE PRODUCT OR ARISING OUT OF 
ANY BREACH OF THIS LIMITED WARRANTY OR CONNECTED EQUIPMENT GUARANTEE, INCLUDING, BUT NOT LIMITED TO, 
ANY DAMAGES RESULTING FROM INCONVENIENCE, LOSS OF TIME, DATA, PROPERTY, REVENUE, OR PROFIT OR ANY INDI- 
RECT, SPECIAL, INCIDENTAL, OR CONSEQUENTIAL DAMAGES, EVEN IF RadioShack HAS BEEN ADVISED OF THE POSSIBIL- 
ITY OF SUCH DAMAGES. 

Some states do not allow limitations on how long an implied warranty lasts or the exclusion or limitation of incidental or consequential dam- 
ages, so the above limitations or exclusions may not apply to you. 

To make a claim for surge-induced damage to Connected Equipment, you must: 

1 . Call RadioShack at 1 -888-353-1 560 for a return authorization number during the Warranty Period. Under no circumstances will a claim 
for surge-induced damage to Connected Equipment be accepted without a return authorization number; 

2. Have any surge-induced, damaged Connected Equipment repaired (or get an estimate for repair) by a service center authorized by the 
manufacturer of the Connected Equipment unless the service center determines that the Connected Equipment is not repairable or that 
the cost of repair will be more than the purchase price of comparable replacement equipment. If the Connected Equipment is not to be 
repaired, get a written quotation for the purchase price of comparable replacement equipment. In no event will RadioShack reimburse 
more than the Equipment Limit. The repair bill or estimate from the authorized service center must indicate that the damage to the Con- 
nected Equipment was surge-induced; and 

3. Ship the original surge protector, postage prepaid to: RadioShack, 5673 Gibraltar Drive, Suite 150, Pleasanton, CA 94588. Include: (a) 
your name, address and daytime telephone number; (b) the original or a photocopy of the sales receipt for the surge protector; (c) a brief 
description of any problem with the surge protector; (d) a brief description of how the damage to the Connected Equipment occurred; (e) 
the original authorized service center repair bill or estimate documenting that the damage to the Connected Equipment was surge-in- 
duced; and (f) if replacement equipment is to be purchased, the original or a photocopy of the quotation for comparable replacement 
equipment and the authorized service center repair estimate must contain a statement that the Connected Equipment is not repairable 
or that the cost of repair will be more than the purchase price of comparable replacement equipment. 

If RadioShack determines that damage to Connected Equipment is covered, RadioShack will reimburse, up to the Equipment Limit amount 
defined above, to the original purchaser of the surge protector the lower of the: (a) repair charges; (b) purchase price of comparable re- 
placement equipment; or (c) the original purchase price of the Connected Equipment. In addition, in the event of a covered product defect 
during the Warranty Period, RadioShack will, at its option, unless otherwise provided by law: (a) correct the defect by surge protector repair 
without charge for parts and labor; (b) replace the surge protector with one of the same or similar design; or (c) refund the purchase price 
of the surge protector. 

To make a warranty claim for a defect in the surge protector without a claim for surge-induced damage to Connected Equipment, you must, 
during the Warranty Period, take the surge protector and the RadioShack sales receipt as proof of purchase date to any RadioShack store. 
All replaced parts, products, and Connected Equipment and products and Connected Equipment on which a refund is made, become the 
property of RadioShack. New or reconditioned parts and products may be used in the performance of warranty service. Repaired or re- 
placed parts in surge protectors and replacement surge protectors are warranted for the remainder of the Warranty Period. You will be 
charged for repair or replacement of the product made after the expiration of the Warranty Period. 

This Limited Warranty and Connected Equipment Guarantee does not cover: (a) damage or failure caused by or attributable to acts of God, 
abuse, accident, misuse, improper or abnormal usage, failure to follow instructions, improper installation or maintenance, alteration, light- 
ning; (b) any repairs other than: (i) surge protector repairs provided by a RadioShack Authorized Service Facility; and (ii) reimbursement of 
the cost of initial repairs to Connected Equipment performed by a service center authorized by the manufacturer of the Connected Equip- 
ment; (c) consumables such as fuses or batteries; (d) cosmetic damage; (e) transportation, shipping or insurance costs; or (f) costs of prod- 
uct or Connected Equipment removal, installation, set-up service adjustment or reinstallation. 

This warranty gives you specific legal rights, and you may also have other rights which vary from state to state.
